Am I Eligible?

Sen. Ridgeway presides over the Missouri
Senate during the 2008 legislative session.

The new legislation also increases income eligibility for homeowners
and renters.  Answer the questions in this chart to see if you are eligible for
your 2008 tax filing.

Did you pay real estate taxes or
rent on the home you occupied?

Can you truthfully state you do
not employ illegal immigrants?

$34,000 (married) or less?

Previously, eligible renters and
homeowners could receive up to
a $750 credit. Now, homeowners
can receive $350 more, or up to
$1,100.

Senate Bill 711 increases the
credit effective August 28.  This
means the increase will be
effective when you file your 2008
taxes next year.

The Property Tax Credit (also
known as the Circuit Breaker)
gives credit to certain senior
citizens and 100 percent disabled
individuals for a portion of the real
estate taxes or rent they have paid
for the year.
